REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

The prior art of record does not specifically disclose or remotely suggest: 
With regard to independent claim 1 : 
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a first switch that monitors said memory/command bus and interprets 
information written to said first memory address as proxy information, said first switcli 
connected to said first interface of said memory/command bus; and 

a second switch tliat monitors said memory/command bus and interprets 
information written to said first memory address as proxy information, said 
second switcli connected to said second interface of said memory/command bus. 

Witli regard to independent claim 4: 

a monitor being connected to said memory/command bus interface so that said 
monitor can monitor said memory/command bus and interpret information written to 
said designated memory address as proxy information. 

With regard to independent claim 10: 

monitoring of said memory/command bus by said first switch and said other 
switches; and 

interpreting said sending information written to said first address as proxy 
information. 

In addition, Examiner points to the arguments of Applicant's representative (Appeal 
Brief filed on 4/1 2/07 (pp. 4-7 (claim 1 ); pp. 8 - 1 0 (claim 4); pp. 1 2 - 1 5 (claim 1 0)).
